In November when the voters go 


to the polls to select United States 
senators they will be faced with a 
purely wet and dry fight in Illinois, 


a situation in Missouri, which has 
one avowed wet and one candidate 
unannounced on the issue and the 
possibility of a wet in Wisconsin, 
Illinois, of course, 
will 
demand 
the greatest Interest. 
There Georg» ’ 
Brennan, a democratic chief of the 
old school, will ask election to the 
senate on a purely wet 
platform. 
He is opposed by Frank L. Smith, 
republican, who has the support of 
the state Anti-Saloon 
L eague. 
The Missouri wet 
champion 
is 
H arry Hawes, rperesentative from St 
Louis, who is the democratic nom 
inee. 
Opposed to him will be Sen 
at or George H. Williams, also of St. 
Louis. 
Hawes favors modification 
of the 18th amendment “ within the 
law.” 
Williams, also personally 
wet, believes in strict wiforcement 
of the dry law. 
The Wisconsin primaries are next 
-m outh and while prohibition is one 
of the minor issues it appears as if a 
wet and dry vote will be probable 
In the November elections. 
Seeking the republican 
nomina 
tlon to the senate in Wisconsin are 
Governor John J. Blaine, a LaFol 
lette man, who has alway s been con 
sidered wet but who has remained 
silent on the issue in thisV’atvpalgn 
Senator Irvine L. Lenroot* wh6 fuv 
ors a state referendum, and Frank 
J. Kelly , a decided wet. 
Thomas A 
K» inrns is the democratic candidate 
in Wisconsin and he favors a state 
convention on the prohibition ques 
tlon. 
In the other 
midwestern 
states 
where the November senatorial fights 
are expected to attract great inter 
est, the dry and wet issue is quiet 
Neither Indiana nor 
Iowa 
voters 
will be faced by this great question 
to any great extent as the chief is 
sue in those two states is farm re 
lief with the world court 
coining 
second.

unsuccessful attem pt at suicide. 
She was treated and aided by a 
British phy sician and finally was 
enabled to return to America.

W ashington, Aug. 10— Two demo­ 
cratic presidential possibilities, pro­ 
hibition and the Ku Klux Klan were 
made the subject of sectional ballot­ 
ing in three of the four state pri­ 
maries being held today . 
Governor Vic Donahey and for­ 
mer Senator Atlee 
Pomerene 
are 
running side by side for democratic 
nominations in Ohio. 
Their names 
are 
being mentioned 
prominently 
while many other 
democrats 
are 
prospective 19 28 possibilities. 
Pomerene, a wet, who was defeat­ 
ed for the senate several y ears ago, 
because of opposition to labor, 
is 
seeking the democratic 
senatorial 
nomination against Judge Florence 
Allen, dry , in a closely watched con­ 
test. 
The winner is expected to op­ 
pose Senator Willis, Ohio champion 
of the Anti-Saloon League in Novem­ 
ber, as Willis’ nomination over sev­ 
eral contestants is looked upon here 
as a certainty . 
The other primaries of the day , 
Alabama. Arkansas and 
Nebraska 
bear less national significance. 
In Alabama Senator Oscar Under­ 
wood retired and left half a dozen 
candidates to fight it out for the 
democratic nomination to his seat. 
The prospective presidential candi­ 
dacy of Governor A1 Smith of New 
York has been made a subject ef 
campaign 
debate. 
Gibb 
Graves, 
gubernatorial candidate, announced 
his opposition to Smith. 
In Arkansas Senator Caraway 
is 
assured of the democratic nomination 
equivalent to election. 
The Nebraska election involves lo­ 
cal congressional races of lesser na ­ 
tional significance.

NORTHWEST TO ATLANTIC 
SEAPORTS 


St. Paul, Aug. 10.— (UP) — The 
Minnesota railroad and warehouse 
commission today urgeil the inter- 
stat« * commerce commission to per­ 
mit a six-cent reduction on grain 
and flour freight rates. 
The proposed rate reduction which 
the commission is backing applies to 
shipments from the northwest to At­ 
lantic seaport districts. 
In 
urging the 
reduction, 
the 
warehouse 
commission 
summarized 
its position by giving four reasons 
for th« * request. 
They follow: 
1. 
“That the proposed rates will 
bo of material hen« *flt to the grain 
grow« *rs of this state by an Improve- 
ment in the market price of wheat. 
2. 
“That the proposed rates will 
to a limited extent aid the milling 
industry of the state. 
3. 
“That any aid such rates may 
give the milling Industry will serve 
to stimulate that industry , and to 
tio* extent the milling industry im- 
prov**s, the Immense dairy ing Inter­ 
ests » if the state will be benefltted. 
4. 
“That the rates published by 
th« - Minneapolis & St. Louis railroad 
will, we believe, result In material 
Increases in revenues to that com­ 
pany , and as is well known. It is a 
r» md which is greatly In need of In­ 
creased revenues.” 
The commission’s statement fur- 
th« *r calls attention to the fact th a t 
these reduced tariffs effective Aug. 
25, on the M. & St. L. and September 
2 on the Hoo Line, are both filed for 
the purpose of affording some relief 
to the milling industry at Minneapo­ 
lis, hut that it must he borne In 
mind that whatever rate is made out 
of Minneapolis will be of equal bene­ 
fit to the mills north and west of 
the Twin Cities. 
This Is 
explained by the 
fact 
that uii rates to eastern destinations 
from such milling points as Fergus 
Falls or St. Cloud, are made up of 
the local rat« *s to the Twin Cities, 
plus the rates from the Twin Cities 
to final d« *Htination.

Qualities That Give 
Fern a Staple Value 
Hawaii has an especially Interest­ 
ing species of fern which Is so thick­ 
ly covered with fine wool that it Is 
gathered for stuffing pillows and even 
mattresses. 
The columnar trunks of fhe tree 
fern of the tropics are frequently used 
for telephone poles and are so highly 
prized for upright supports in the 
construction of native huts that they 
are never left behind but carried on 
when the family moves as a valuable 
piece of household furniture. The fern 
stem is a well-known source of supply 
for the manufacture of rope and, since 
It is Impervious to the action of wa­ 
ter, It Is In most cases superior to 
hemp. The great strength of the fern 
stalk Is thought to come partly from 
the hard outer shell and partly from 
the Intricate network of dark strands 
within. 
/ 
The Boston fern finds a ready com­ 
mercial value in annually supplying 
millions of American homes with liv­ 
ing ferns, while the dagger fern and 
the fancy fern of the northeastern 
part of the United States are gath­ 
ered In enormous quantities in late 
summer and autumn and put In cold 
storage for winter use. 
When taken 
from the refrigerator months later 
these fronds are still as fresh as when 
cot, and supply the ever-increasing 
commercial demand as a setting for 
bouquets of roses and other cut flow­ 
ers.

At night a host of small creatures 
found safety In being divested of all 
pigment 
In the coarse of evolution 
they had scraped off all the mercury 
from the back of their beings, becom­ 
ing so transparent that 
the food 
which they swallowed was the most 
conspicuous and opaque part of their 
anatomy. 
I could never quite escape from a 
decided Alice In Wonderland feeling 
when I looked Into a dish of night 
plankton scooped from the surface.

What are the “Dog days?” 
Beginning on July 3 Is the period 
supposed to be the hottest of the year, 
and which In ancient astronomy was 
associated with the rising of the Dog 
star. 
Astronomy and religion being then 
closely connected, It was thought that 
the pestilences and drought of vege­ 
tation often occurring at the period 
in the heats of Italy could be warded 
off by propitiatory offerings to the god 
of the Star, and red dogs were, there­ 
fore, sometimes sacrificed.

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HIGHWAY TRAFFIC < KNHl S 


TRAFFIC on trunk high ways in Crow Wing county is being 
counted this week by checkers employed by the State Highway 
Department. The check on v ehicles in this county is part of the 
traffic census which is being taken throughout the state. 
The census this year, according to a highway bulletin recently 
issued, began Monday, August 9 , and will continue until Sunday, 
August 15. 
This is two weeks earlier than the census has been 
taken in former years, but it was believ ed that a week early in 
August is closer to normal traffic than a later period. 
Counts will lie made in most cases at the same stations us 
last year, with a few new stations added. 
There will be a total 
of 162 stations and 221 counts made. 
This is explained by the 
fact that in some cases the checkers are stationed close to the 
junction of two trunk highways where they can count the traffic 
on both roads. 
The check will include a count of all v ehicles from 0 a. m. to 
midnight each day. 
Records will be kept of Minnesota v ehicles 
by classes, such as “A" and "B” passenger cars, busses, “T”, “X" 
and “Y” trucks, wagons and buggies, and cars carrying licenses 
from other states. 
The census taking is handled through the district mainten­ 
ance superintendents. 
The reports are forwarded from the dis­ 
trict headquarters to the central office for tabulation. 
The traffic census is used by the highway department as a 
guide in planning future construction, and to build roads to fit 
the traffic. 
It also serv es as a guide in the distribution of main­ 
tenance funds and it enables the department to ascertain the cost 
per v ehicle per mile on the different types of roads. 
In addition to this state census, Crow Wing county highway 
department is also taking a census of traffic at certain points of 
its county roads. The data so gained by state and county is of a 
most reliable nature and does away with any guessing or theoriz­ 
ing on road traffic. The figures correspond to the data gained by 
an efficiency expert when he studies factory operations, main­ 
tenance costs, etc.

The hoy s laughed last winter when Rickard said he was getting fed up 
with being held up by greedy fighters and m anagers and was thinking serl 
ously of throwing box ing out as a regular attraction In his new Garden.

Elephants Must Be 
Allowed to Increase 
Elephant bunting in the jungles of 
India Is becoming more difficult be­ 
cause of the thinning of the herds. 
There was a time, not many years 
ago, when the elephant drive always 
yielded a good harvest, say IOO or 
more young ones, from which a num­ 
ber of perfect specimens could be se­ 
lected, 
But now the hunters are for­ 
tunate if they get eight or nine good 
ones from a hunt.

Washing silk hose is very important and needs to be 
done carefully. 
Make a bowl of suds by swishing the 
good white soap in the water. 
A cake is better than 
flakes, as it is much easier to rinse out and the fine 
particles of flakes may remain in if enough rinsing is 
not done. 
lf any extra dark spots on light stockings will not come 
out by dipping them up and down in the suds, then 
rub the soap gently on tho dark spot until it disappears. 
Be sure that the stockings are thoroughly rinsed until 
the last water is clear. 
Silk stockings washed after each wearing will give 
the best of wear. 
lf white stockings have become yellowed add a little 
bluing in the rinsing water. 


Shoes
